Washington, March 1, 1907. 


The past week has been dovoted by 
congress to the passage ot the appio 
priation bills, which, a9 usual, got so 
jammed into the last days ot the 
session as to compel senators aud 
representatives to take off their coats 
and hustle day aud night to get them 
through before adjournment. 
Very 
tew of the bills have passed the ordeal 
and have gone to the president, bul 
by working oveitiine aud ignoring 
the Sunday-olosiug law, the leg isla t­ 
ors w ill get all the measures out ot 
the way befoie the clock strikes one 
on next Monday. 
Iu a general way 
it may be said that California has 
boen well taken care of by the d e le ­ 
gation iu the matter of appropria­ 
tions. 
D etails will be giver, in the 
next letter. 
But two appropriation.* 
must be referred to here on account 
of the state’s interest in the subjects 
aud the remarkable contrast presout- 
ed by the sums appropriated. 
One 
of these appropriations is for $500,Otic 
for uariying out the provisions of thi 
Chinese exclusion ant. 
The other is 
tb appropriations of $3,000 to carry 
out the 
provisions of tho Japanese 
exclusion provision ot tiie ¡inmigra 
tiou lili. 
'The oontrast is so great 
that, in view ot tho elforts of Muyoi 
Schm itz and tho San Francisco school 
board to keep tho Jnpauese out. il 
would appear langhabie were it not a 
very serious mutter. 
This $5,000 i.- 
to enable the piesldout to acertain 
vlien conditions in the labor market 
iu California or elsewhere aie such 
as to render it advisable for him to 
prohibit tho 
entrance of Japanese 
coolies to this country.

bably amply sufficient for the purr ose

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County High School. 
The Ledger Is a.dvooatiug 
the 
establisbm eat of a county high school. 
There should certainly be euoh a 
school in Amador county, lone and 
surroundtug districts notv have the 
only high school in the county, and 
possess a modern* and commodious 
building. This should be tbs location 
ot one oounty high school and anotliei 
should be located somewhere on the 
mother lode near the upper towns of 
Jaokson, Sutter Creek, Amador City, 
Plymouth aud Drytown. — lone Kahn. 
1 here can bo bnt ono county high 
school. There may be rs many d is­ 
trict high schools as there are school 
districts. But the law provides for 
tha establishm ent of but one school 
maintained by a tax upon tho pro­ 
perty of the entire oounty. 
And no 
matter whether tho property holders 
of oue section are bearing the burden 
of maintaining a district or union 
bigh school, they would not be 
exempt trom tho tax for the support 
of tho county high sohool. We regard 
the discussion of .the location of the 
county high school at this junc­ 
ture as unfortonate, an.l teuding 
to defeat the suocessof tho movement. 
Liocal jealousies should be kept 
down, and must be kept down, it we 
are to have higher educational facili­ 
ties than we now have, and this 
means no disparagement of tbo valley 
union school. We should be willing 
to let the particular location remain 
in the background, nutil a favorable 
vote has been secured ou the sole pro­ 
position of whether a school ot this 
character shall be established. 
That, 
aettled in the affirmative, the differ­ 
ent localities can dísonas the best 
site for the school to the lim it. 
The legislature amended the law 
passed by the legislature of two years 
ago, which prohibited a saloon within 
two m iles of the Preston reform 
school at lone. 
This law, strictly 
enforced, would have shut out every 
saloon and hotel bar in the valley 
town. Now the law places the lim it 
at l'JOO teet, whioli lenves the towusite 
untouched. The change is a laudable 
oue under the oircnmstanoes, aud 
will relieve tho teuse situation that 
has oxisted tu lone on this question 
for the past two years. 
Tho act to 
disrupt business interests that have 
existed in that town from a period 
long auterior to the establishm ent of 
the reform school was a’ most un 
righteous one. 
Aud this opinion is 
vouchsafed without auy indorsement 
of the saloon bnsinoss as such. 
A large area of laud in Calaveras 
and Tuolumne counties, temporarily 
withdrawn trom entry by the depart 
ment pending an investigation to 
determine whether the same should or 
shuuld not be permanently included 
in the forest reservation, has been 
restored to the list of lauds subject to 
entry under the homestead and timber 
acts. It appears that the restoration 
does not include any land within the 
lim its ot Amador oounty. The infer 
ence is that all lands withdrawn some 
two or three years ago situated in 
Amador oounty hare been permanently 
included in the forest reservation. 
The California legislature adjourn­ 
ed sine die last. Tuesday. 
The law 
makors assembled under a cloud, 
which has hung over them throughout 
the entire session... /They have ad 
journed with the “Iháuk'Gód spirit’ 
uppermost in the public rnfnd that 
the end hns been reached.

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I’etor Keiahling, a prominent oiti- 
zen of this county up to within a 
few years ago, died at bis home on 
Libsrty street, San Francisco, on 
Saturday last, after a lingering illness 
from the decline of vital forces 
incident to old age. The passing of 
this pioneer calls for more than 
ordinary mention, inasmuch as he 
was for many years identified with 
business interests which have made 
Amador famous throughout the m in­ 
ing world. 
Deceased was born iu i’russia, Uer 
many, December 18, 1821, and was 
therofore at tho tim e of his death 82 
years, 2 months and 19 days old. At 
tho age of 82 he left his nltivo land 
to try his fortune in the world-famous 
Kl Dorado of the new world—C ali­ 
fornia. Ills brother Frank Reichling 
had preceded him, crossing the pin ins 
to tbo golden state in full tide of the 
gold excitem ent in 1849. The subject 
of this sketch arrived in Volcano in 
December, 1856. 
Tho mountain town 
wns then in its prime—the most 
prolific gold producer of the county. 
With bis brother ho engaged iu the 
business of buying gold from the 
miners. In 1858, he moved to Jack-. 
Son, and opened a jewelry store in 
the bnilding now occupied by J. 11. 
Lnngborst, and conducted a banking 
and gold buying business there fur 
many years. 
The balk of the gold 
extracted from tho earth in those days 
from tbi3 vicinity passed through bis 
hands. 
lie was thoroughly posted in 
the businoes, and strictly honest, and 
therefore commanded 
the greater 
share of this very profitable trade. 
He was one ot a party ot capitalists 
to embark in the development of the 
Kennedy mine, and for ten years was 
superintendent of that property. The 
operating company quit, atfer expori 
euciug ups and dowus incident in the 
history of nearly every rich gold pro 
ducer, 
when the explorations had 
reached nearly to the depth whero the 
mine developed ^into tho richest 
bonanza that Amador county has prn 
(1 need, and which is still a great pro 
ducer, aud the largest employer of 
labor in the county. 
In 1861 he was 
married to Miss A. Kroll. The fam ily 
moved from Jackson abont twenty 
years ago to Chico, where Mr. Reichl 
iug conducted for several years the 
largest hotel in that thriving town 
Subsequently he returned to Jackson 
and superintended tho prospecting 
operations ou the Anita mining 
ground, which proved unsuccessful 
and were abandoned after r thorough 
exploration to a lim ited depth. 
Abont live years ago the fam ily 
moved to San Francisco, where they 
have resided ever since. They passed 
through the terrible experiences ot 
tbe disaster ot April last, and no 
doubt the mental worry aud physical 
hatdships passed through bad some 
effect iu shortening his ® y. 
The 
lire Jeft their handsome residence 
untouched, although sweeping every­ 
thing within a Bhort distance thereof. 
Besides a widow, he leaves five 
children to uiourn the loss of a do 
voted fattier, 
two sons aud three 
daughters, Mrs David C. Chnmbers, 
Oscar. E.,. Walter .C. aii|l -{Mis* Wanda 
L. Koichiing ail ot Sgn. Francisco, 
and M«) ¿ illy O. R eichling llyer, of 
Washington, D. O., who was the 
founder in Jackson of tho popular 
order of Native Daughters ot the 
Golden West. The oldest daughter, 
the late Mrs Olga Obert, died in Fan 
Francisco several years ago. Deceased 
was a membor of Amador Lodge No. 
65. F. and A. M., of Jackson, and we 
beliove tbe oldest representative of 
the local organization.

he was a life long republican.

proposition, aud that it requires more 
than a mere majority of the votes 
oast. It this be true it will be very 
difficult to carry the^ameudment. The 
language 'of the constitution i$ as 
follows: i - 
“ The city of Sacramento is hereby 
.declared to be the seat of government 
of this Btnte, and shall so remain 
until changed by law; but no Jaw 
changing the seat of government shall 
be valid or binding unless the same 
bo'approved and ratified by a majority 
of the qualified electors of the state 
voting therefor at a general state 
electiou, under such regulations and 
pro.visi.ous as the legislature, by a 
two4hirda .vote ot each house, may 
proyyle, subm itting the ^question of 
eh& ge.to the ¿ieoplo.’’^ ~ \ 
'fbe provision for adopting ordinniy 
ameiNimeBts is by a “ majority otth e 
qualified electors voting thereon.’’ 
In regard to tbo ebaugo of canilal the 
language is “ ratified by a majority of 
the qualified electors voting there­ 
for.” Whether this is a distinction 
and not a real difference remains to 
j be seen.— É1 Dorado Republiouu.

According to this theory, when the 
ether te caused to vibrate at a certain 
rate it gives rise to the sensation ef 
light hi proportion to tho rate of vibra­ 
tion, or, in other words, the wave 
length.

Well, as the oys­ 
ter shell powder nets on eggshells so I 
have no doubt it acted In the middle 
ages on the bending, crumbling bones 
of the rickety, putting strength and 
firmness into them. Ground oyster 
shells, I am convinced, would be good 
things for frail .children today. They 
would strengthen the frame, increase 
the appetite and have a splendid effect 
on the teeth.”—Philadelphia Bulletin. 


Am A nolent H ebrew D ible. 
The highest amount ever offered for 
a single volume was tendered by a 
number of wealth}- Jewish merchants 
of Venice to Pope Julius II. for a very 
ancient Hebrew Bible. It was then be­ 
lieved to be an original copy of the 
Septuaglnt version made from the He­ 
brew into Greek in 277 B. C., careful 
copies of the Hebrew text having been 
prepared at that date for the use of 
the seventy translators. The offer to 
Julius was £20,000, which, considering 
the difference betweeu the value of 
money then and non, would In our day 
represent the princely sum of $000,000. 
Julius was at that time greatly pressed 
for money to maintain the holy league 
which the pope hafl organized against 
France, but lu spite of his lack of 
funds he declined the offer. 


A C urious nuil R are B ook. 
The most curious as well as one of 
the rarest book.i known to collectors Is 
the edition of the Vulgate issued by 
Pope Sixtus V. some time between 
1585 and 1590. The hook, as Disraeli 
described it, “fairly swarmed with er­ 
rata.” So numerous were they that a 
number of prluted paper slips contain­ 
ing the proper words were pasted over 
the errors, and, tills device proving In­ 
efficient on account of the immense 
number of mistakes, as many of tho 
copies ns could be found were called lu 
and destroyed.

The most popular chiMren’s book 
ever written was "Mother Goose’s Mel­ 
odies.”

When 
his first child was born his mother-in- 
law devoted all her attention to the 
baby and, it is said, greatly annoyed 
Fleet by her persistent and not par­ 
ticularly musical chanting of the old 
English ditties she had heard In her 
childhood. The idea occurred to Fleet 
of writing down these songs and pub­ 
lishing them in book form.

The price marked 011 the title page 
was “two coppers.” This account of 
the origin of Mother Goose is discred­ 
ited by some critics, who declare that 
In 1097 Perrault published “Contes de 
ma Mere l’Oye,” or “Stories of Mother 
Goose.” The name Mother Goose was 
familiar in French folklore, being used 
by writers of this literature over a cen­ 
tury before the time of Perrault.
